The coefficients are 
used to adjust the frequency or rate of the local clock in the time slave (page 9, line 27 to page 1 0, line 1 3)". Examiner's response is it 
appears that Applicants argue based on the specification of the instant application. Examiner asserts the Office Action does clearly point 
out the claimed limitations of the claims in the present condition as corresponding to the teaching in the Reinert reference. 
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
